Pass 1 Billion 


Navy Amount Boosts 
Full Arms Figure; 
Peak to Come in 39 


| LONDON, March 4 (UP).—Navy 
estimates totaling 123,707,000 pounds 
($618,535,000) for the fiscal year 
which begins April 1 brought the 
total of estimates for air force, army 
and navy to $1,664,635,000 today. 
But the navy figures did not in- 
clude anything for the new 1938 
construction program and a supple- 
mentary estimate will be published 
to bring the grand total substan- 
tially higher—with the peak year 
| of defense costs to come in 1939 or 
later. 8 
Air forge estimates totaling 6818. 
600,00 were published Wednesday; 
army estimates for $532,500,000 were 
_ published yesterday. The navy fig- 
ures completed the series. 
| The estimates were published to 
give members of parliament a week- 
end of study before the House of 
Commons debates the entire de- 
tense problem Monday. Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain will lead 
off for the government and it was 
forecast that the debate would be 
one of the most important in years. 

Of the navy costs announced to- 
day, $468,535,000 will be met from 
revenue; the remainder from an al- 
lotment of the 82,000,000, 00 na- 
tional defense loan. 

The entire figures represent an 
increase of $93,210,000 over the navy 
estimates for the current fiscal year. 

An admiralty memorandum which 
accompanied the estimates said that 
the newly stimulated “anti-piracy” 
patrol in the Mediterranean had 
proved efficacious so far. 

This year the strength of the 
navy is established at 119,000 offi- 
cers, men and marines, an increase 
of 7,000 over that for the current 
year.

The resolution states in conclu- 
sion: “We call upon the people of 
the U. 8. to cooperate with all 
peaceful peoples of the world to 
check the aggressions of the fas- 
cist nations, which if allowed to 
continue will inevitably lead to a 
new world war in which the Amer- 
ican people will necessarily become 
embroiled.” 


Soviet ‘Chute 
Tests Okayed 
By U. S. Army 


WASHINGTON, March 4—The 
United States army has tried in 
tests the plan of the Soviet army 
to drop soldiers armed with ma- 
chine guns behind “enemy” lines 
and has found the plan feasible. 

This was announced today by a 
war department spokesman who said 
the strategy was aimed at placing 
a limited number of picked men in 
strategic positions to be held until 
reinforcements can be rushed to 
them by land. 

In the Soviet tests a force of sev- 
eral hundred men arid field pieces 
were dropped behind “enemy” lines.

Wich increasing frequency, letters from 
Herald Tribune readers are attacking not 
only the Roosevelt Administration, but the 
very idea of democracy itself. 

This fierce hatred of the New Deal, which 
was approved by 27,000,000 Americans, has 
already inspired on the editorial page of the 
Herald Tribune, organ of die-hard Repub- 
licanism, strong insinuations for the as- 
sassination of President Roosevelt. 

The letter which the Daily Worker prints 


contemptuously below describing the ma- 


jority of Americans, who voted for the New 
Deal, as incapable of knowing what is good 
for them is only another of the expressions 
of modern Wall Street Toryism which ‘is 
rapidly moving toward Fascism. 

This hatred for democracy, this ill-dis- 
guised desire for an American dictatorship, 
for violence against the New Deal and the 
majority of the common people who sup- 
port it, is not the creation of the Herald 
Tribune readers’ imaginations. 

It comes from the editorial opinions of 
the Herald Tribune itself. 

Its readers express more bluntly what 
the editors dare only to hint at in diplomatic 
language. 

But the anti-democratic derision of the 
American people is common to both. 

In the letter given immediately below, 
taken from the Herald Tribune of March 2, 
the voice of Tory hate for democracy is 
clearly heard:

It is the 
multitude that rules in mob violence. 

Broadly speaking, humanity is guided by 
two forces—reason qnd emotion. By rcason, 
I mean logic. By emotion, ] mean everything 
along the line from love to hate. It would 
indeed be a tragedy for the race if we were 
governed solely by either reason or emotion. 


It is the proper combination of the two that 


we must strive for. In a country like ours, 
when reason and emotion are on the same 
side of the fence, as I like to feel that they 
usually are, they then become, for all prac- 
tical purposes, one and the same, and we 
have democracy at its best. But when they 
are on the opposite sides of the fence, as 
they have been in recent years, we have 
democracy at its worst. 

No, the multitude is not always right. 
Nor is the minority, for that matter, but 
when it comes to anything as serious as gov- 
ernment I would rather cast my lot with 
the “despised minority” who, at least, try 
to think things through, than I would with

He called himself Colonel Ober- 
haus. He produced a protocol, 
translated it to me. I was ac- 
cused of inflicting grievous bodily 
harm on Germans and had to 
answer as a criminal. He said 
in addition that a copy of this. 
protocol would be sent to our Em- 
bassy. Then and there he pro- 
posed that I should join the Ger- 
man secret service. I refused. 

Then Oberhaus said, “I know 
something about your business in 
Germany.” I asked what. He 
replied, “Your meetings with 
Dan,” and he showed me a few 
photographs of my meetings with 
Dan taken in Koenigstein and 
Berlin as well, and what is more, 
outlining the gist of my conver- 
sation with Dan. 


Dan in Service of 
German Secret Police 

Furthermore in his version 
there were’ obvious repetitions of 
Dan's words. Then it became ab- 
solutely clear that the trap which 
had been laid for me in Ger- 
many had been organized by the 
German secret service with the 
full support of Dan himself and 
his participation, and that Dan 
was undoubtedly an agent of the 
German secret service, just like 
Kibrik. 

Vyshinsky: And what you were 
charged with in the police station 
corresponded to the facts? 

Chernov: The protocol? It was 
drawn up tendenciously, I 
couldn't injure a man.

Chernov: Yes, otherwise he 
wouldn't have told him. After 
this I consented and became a 
German spy. After this began the 
formalities, filling in papers and 
signing them. Oberhaus instructed 
Mme on the work which I had to 
do in the Soviet Union for the 
benefit of Germany. Then, notic- 
ing my agitation, he said, “You 
have no need to worry. You are 
fighting against the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and we are fighting 
against the Soviet Government 
and it is probable than even the 
methods of our struggle will soon 
coincide.” 

The. instructions which Ober- 
haus gave me were that I Mid to 
supply regular information to the 
German secret service on ques- 
tions which interested them and 
which would be conveyed through 
a representative of the German 
secret service in Moscow, and I 
had to organize diversions and 
wrecking on the sector where I 
worked.

Chernov: Oberhaus advised me 
in order to avoid a flasco not to 
increase the contact with the 
Rights too much, but to keep in 
touch with a limited number of 
people and strengthen this con- 
tact. Here Oberhaus said that I 
would not be disturbed in Moscow 
for some time, so that I would 
have an opportunity to organize 
my spy work in the Soviet Union.

I asked Scheffer what Colonel 
Oberhaus wanted. At this time 
he was demanding information on 
questions of inside Party Life, 
questions of the state of work 
among the Rights and Trotzky- 
ists and the situation In the coun- 
tryside. 

In addition he demanded spe- 
cial information on the stocks of 
manufactured goods. He was par- 
ticularly interested in the stocks 
of manufactured goods in the 
towns. He demanded information 
on the progress of grain deliveries 
and the mobilization of grain re- 
serves. 


Gives Information 
to German Contact 


One part of the information he 
demanded—the situation in the 
Party and work among the Rights 
—I told him verbally, and the 
statistical information I gave him 
after a few days. After this I 
had a number of periodical meet- 
ings with Scheffer. I gave him 
information for the German se- 
cret service and through him re- 
ceived German secret service in- 
structions on the organization of 
wrecking. 

The main task which the Ger- 
man secret service gave me at 
that time was to organize spoilage 
of grain in the country. For this 


ig was necessary to delay con- 
struction of storage sheds and 
elevators in order to cause a lag 
between the increasing grain de- 
liveries and the storage capacity, 
and thereby, as Scheffer said, to 
achieve two things: firstly, the 
spoilage of grain, and secondly, 
to provoke the peasants to the 
anger which would be inevitable 
if they saw the grain was spoiling. 


Chernov Infects

There was also a demand to or- 
ganizé large stale infection of 
grain stores with harmful insects 
and ticks particularly. Scheffer 
made a special demand for or- 
ganization of infection of mobili- 
zation reserves with pests and 
ticks. These instructions received 
from Scheffer I fulfilled. 


Then Scheffer left the U. 8. 
S. R. Before his departure he in- 
formed me that in view of the 
danger of a fiasco, he had to 
leave for Germany, but the Ger- 
man secret service would not fail 
to make contact with me. 


My contact with representatives 
of the German secret service was 
reestablished at the time when I 
went to work in the Committee 
on Grain Deliveries.

Within a few months after my 
appointment to the Committee on 
Grain Deliveries, I was visited by 
a certain Raivid who was my 
comrade in the Menshevik or- 
ganization in the city of Ivanovo. 
He worked in the Commissariat 
of Foreign Affairs for a long pe- 
riod. 

We met once in a while and I 
wasn't surprised when he came 
to visit me at the Committee on 
Grain Deliveries. But when we 
remained alone in the office, he 


said, “We must have a serious 
talk, Reynold.” 
This explained everything, 


everything became clear. It turned 
out that Raivid was a resident 
agent of the German secret serv- 
ice in the Soviet Union and re- 
ceived instructions from Oberhaus 
to establish contact with me.
